The  fine  iron  Steamer  "Belleville"  leaves  Hamilton 
and  Toronto,  weekly,  on  Tuesdays;  and   Montreal,  on  Fridays. 

The  first  important  stop  after  leaving  Toronto  is  at  the 
prosperous  and  growing  town  of  Port  Hope,  which  once  bore  the 
Indian  name  of  Ganaraske.  The  town  is  most  picturesquely 
situated,  and  revels  in  historic  association.  It  was  here  some 
of  the  fiercest  and  most  relentless  battles  were  fought  for  the 
possession  of  the  midland  region  of  Canada.  After  Port  Hope 
comes 

COBOURG. 

A  growing  town  of  considerable  business  activity.  This 
is  one  of  the  prettiest  summer  resort  towns  in  Canada.  Many 
handsome  summer  homes  have  been  erected  by  wealthy  Ameri- 
cans who  annually  spend  the  summer  here.  There  is  good 
angling'at  Rice  Lake,  and  many  charming  drives  in  the  vicinity. 

BAY  OF  QUINTE. 

The  scenery  along  the  shores  of  this  Bay  is  noted  for  its 
sinuous  picturesqueness,  its  elevated  shores  capped  by  tall 
trees  give  the  surroundings  a  romantic  beauty  eminently  fitting 
it   for  summer  outings,   both   for   pleasure   and   recuperation. 

BELLEVILLE. 

A  brief  glance  at  the  situation  is  sufficient  to  convince 
Tourists  and  Sportsmen  that  Nature  has  singled  out  this  spot 
as  an  ideal  summer  resort,  and  indeed  the  fishing,  boating  and 
camping  facilities  are  unsurpassed.  Opposite  Belleville  is 
Massassaga  Point,  where  are  situated  numerous  summer 
cottages.  This  point  is  the  centre  of  the  haunts  of  the 
"  Muicallonge." 


The  next  stops  of  importance  are  at  Deseronto  and  Picton, 
two  enterprising  towns  noted  for  their  manufactures,  the  latter 
being  charmingly  situated  in  an  arm  of  the  Bay . 

After  leaving  the  Bay,  the  steamer  steers  her  course  straight 
for  Kingston,  and  four  miles  from  Kingston  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  proper  commences.

Children  under  five  years,  accompanied,  free  ;  children 
over  five  years  and  under  twelve,  half  fare;  over  twelve,  full  fare. 

Baggage  may  be  checked  through  to  all  points  on  the  line, 
and  at  Toronto,  Montreal  and  Quebec,  customs  officers  are  in 
attendance  to  examine  baggage,  so  as  to  give  as  little  trouble 
as  possible  to  tourists.  Baggage  liability  is  limited  to  wearing 
apparel  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  in  value  for  a 
whole  ticket,  and  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  a  half  ticket,  unless  a 
greater  value  is  declared  by  the  owner,  and  excess  charges  paid 
thereon  at  the  time  of  taking  passage. 

If  any  disagreement  with  Purser  regarding  tickets,  priv- 
ileges, etc.,  passengers  should  pay  Purser's  claim,  obtain  re- 
ceipt and  refer  to  Traffic  Manager.  Pursers  have  no  discre- 
tionary power  in  such  matters,  but  are  governed  by  rules  which 
they  are  not  authorized  to  change.

NIAGARA  TO  THE  SEA 


;OWHERE  on  the  Continent  of  America  is  there  a  trip 
offering  a  greater  variety  of  scenery  and  better  service 
than  that  by  the  Richelieu  &  Ontario  Navigation  Com- 
pany's steamers  down  the  majestic  St.  Lawrence  and 
up  the  famous  Saguenay  River. 

As  the  steamer  glides  swiftly  out  of  the  Harbor  at  Toronto 
on  to  the  bosom  of  the  deep  blue  crystal  waters  of  Lake  Ontario, 
her  course  takes  her  across  the  lake  to  Charlotte  (Port  of 
Rochester).  From  Charlotte  the  steamer  makes  the  night  run 
POioss  the  Lake  again  to  Kingston — (at  foot  of  Lake  Ontario). 

Kingston  is  the  principal  fortified  position  West  of  Quebec, 
and  passengers  should  arrange  to  be  called  in  order  not  to  miss 
the  interesting  scenery  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  After  leav- 
ing Kingston  the  steamer  passes  in  quick  succession  "Wolfe," 
" Spectacles,"  ,and  "Howe"  Islands,  and  here  the  1,000  Islands 
proper  begin. 

THOUSAND  ISLANDS. 

These  are  1692  in  number,  extending  from  Kingston  to 
Brockville,  fifty  miles.  From  the  deck  of  the  steamer  the 
traveller  has  a  glorious  opportunity  of  viewing  the  ever  changing 
attractions  of  this  wonderful  panorama,  every  turn  of  the  boat 
brings  new  scenes  and  new  life.  Many  of  the  islands  are  owned 
by  wealthy  people  who  have  built  fine  residences  on  them  and 
laid  out  tasteful  grounds.  The  steamer  stops  at  Clayton, 
Frontenac,  and  Alexandria  Bay  respectively.  Then  gradu- 
ally the  islands  become  fewer  and  the  channel  widens  as  we 
approach  Brockville,  and  twelve  miles  farther  east  Prescott 
is  reached  (where  change  is  made  from  Lake  to  River  Steamers) . 

Soon  after  leaving  Prescott  the  first  descent  of  the  ex- 
citing Rapids  is  made,  through  what  is  known  as  the  Galops, 
then  follow  the  Du  Plats,  the  Long  Sadlt,  Coteau,  Cedar, 
Split  Rock,  Cascade  and  Lachine  Rapids.  It  would  seem  as  if 
Nature  had  graduated  the  descent  of  these  marvellous  Rapids, 
as  the  novelist  carries  his  story  along,  with  ever  increasing 
interest  to  a  thrilling  climax.  During  this  portion  of  the  trip 
stops  are  made  at  Cornwall  and  Stanley  Island,  and  after 
the  turbulent  waters  of  Lachine  are  passed  the  steamer  glides 
peacefully  into  the  placid  waters  of  the  Harbour  of  Montreal. 

On  arrival  at  Montreal  immediate  transfer  is  made  for  a  cool 
and  refreshing  night  ride  to  Quebec.  During  the  night  stops 
are  made  at  Sorel,  Three  Rivers,  Batiscan  respectively, 
and  in  the  morning  the  beautiful  panorama  of  Quebec  unfolds 
itself  to  the  delighted  vision  of  the  traveller. 


QUEBEC. 

Much  has  been  written  about  this  quaint  mediaeval  city 
where  strangely  mingle  the  old  and  new  order  of  things,  but 
words  fail  to  do  its  attractions  justice,  they  must  be  seen  to  be 
appreciated.  However,  the  exploration  of  Quebec  may  be  left 
until  the  return  from  the  Saguenay  trip,  thus  saving  double 
transfer. 

Leaving  Quebec  at  8.00  a.m.,  the  Falls  of  Montmorency 
are  seen  on  the  left,  and  the  Island  of  Orleans  is  next  passed. 
Salt  water  begins  at  Grosse  Isle,  where  is  situated  the  quarantine

MURRAY  BAY. 

Here  is  situated  the  palatial  Manoir  Richelieu,  owned 
and  operated  by  the  R.  &  O.  N.  Co.  Murray  Bay  is  noted  for 
its  bracing  and  health  restoring  atmosphere  and  its  drives  and 
amusements  are  numerous  and  enjoyable. 

TADOUSAC. 

At  this  point  the  R.  &  O.  N.  Co.  operate  another  com- 
modious and  excellent  hotel,  the  "Tadousac,"  replete  with  all 
modern  improvements.  (Hay  fever  and  malaria  is  unknown  at 
this  point). 

After  a  couple  of  hours  stop,  the  steamer  quietly  proceeds 
by  night  up  the  Saguenay  to  Chicoutimi. 

CHICOUTIMI. 

Chicoutimi  is  at  the  head  of  Navigation.  The  Chicoutimi 
River  from  the  west  here  joins  the  Saguenay. 

THE  SAGUENAY. 

Leaving  Chicoutimi  in  the  morning,  the  trip  is  made  down 
the  Saguenay  by  daylight.  The  scenery  of  this  river  for  wild 
grandeur  and  variety  is  unequalled  on  the  continent.  After 
Ha  Ha  Bay  is  reached,  settlement  ceases,  and  the  great  river 
continues  to  grow  more  solemn  and  awe-inspiring  until  the 
climax  is  reached  at  Capes  Trinity  and  Eternity — (the  Sen- 
tinels of  the  Saguenay) — rising  to  a  height  of  2,000  feet  and 
presenting  a  scene  never  to  be  forgotten.  The  scenery  from 
there  to  Tadousac  baffles  description. 

Tadousac  is  reached  early  in  the  afternoon,  and  Murray 
Bay  in  the  evening.  Time  is  given  at  these  points  to  permit  the 
tourist  to  visit  the  hotels.  The  following  morning  the  steamer  is 
again  in  Quebec,  where  the  traveller  has  the  whole  day  before 
him  before  embarking  on  steamer  in  the  evening  for  Montreal. 
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NEW  OBSERVATION  STEAMER. 

The  Company  has  in  commission  the  new  steamer 
"Rapids  King"  between  Prescott  and  Montreal.  This 
steamer  is  a  marked  advance  on  her  predecessors  in  construction, 
and  is  the  largest  steamer  which  has  ever  run  the  Rapids  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  regularly.  She  is  240  feet  in  length  and  43  feet  wide, 
which  is  the  limit  of  size  permitted  by  the  St.  Lawrence  Canals.
